HE Committee for eſtabliſhing he New Aca- 
I DpeMical INSTITUTION among Proteſtant Diſ- 
ſenters, for the education of Miniſters and Youth, 
have now the ) pleaſure to inform the public, that 
the ſpacious and eligible houſe, which they have 
purchaſed in the pariſh of Hackney, will be 
opened for the reception of Students, on the 29th 
day of September next. The fituation of this 
houſe is recommended by a variety of local conve- 
niences and advantages; and the Committee will 
aſſiduouſly avail themſelves of every circumſtance 
that may be conducive to the health, moral con- 
duct, and literary improvement of the young Gen- 
tlemen, who ſhall be entruſted to their care. They 
beg leave to add, that it is a fundamental principle 
of this Inſtitution, that it will be open to perſons 
of all Denominations, who will be encouraged in 
forming their religious ſentimenis without re- 
ſtriftion or impoſition. 


The courſe of education will be comprehenſive 
and liberal, and adapted to youth in genera}, 
whether they are intended for civil or commercial 

life,

courſe will include the Latin, Greek, and Hebrew 
Languages, Greek and Roman Antiquities, Ancj- 
ent and Modern Geography, Univerſal Grammar, 
Rhetoric and Compoſition, Chronology, Hiſtory, 
Civil and Eccleſiaſtical, the Principles of Law and 
Government, the ſeveral Branches of Mathematics, 
Aſtronomy, Natural and Experimental Philoſophy 
and Chemiſtry, Logic, Metaphyſics and Ethics, 
the Evidences of Religion, Natural and Revealed, 
Theology, Jewiſh Antiquities, and Critical Lecs 
tures on the Scriptures. |

The commons will be provided by the Com- 
mitttee; and the Students will be under the more 
immediate direction and government of Dr. Rees, 
who will reſide in a houſe contiguous to the main 


building, and of Mr. Kiddle, who will live in the 
college with the ſtudents, 


The terms for each ſeſſion, commencing on the 
third Monday in September, and clofing on the firſt 
day of July, are Gxty guineas, which will include 
ſeparate apartments, board, and education. Students 
on. the foundation will be provided for in theſe re- 
ſpects without expence: And the Committee will 
encourage young perſons intended for the miniſtry, 
whoſe friends are willing to defray the charges of 


their board and education, by a conſiderable abate- 


ment in the above terms, 


It is ſcarcely neceſſary to obſerve, that the ſitu- 
ation of this Inſtitution affords opportunity of ob- 
taining the beſt means of inſtruction in French and 


other Modern Languages, 3 &c. at a ſepa- 
rate expence. 


No Divinity. ſtudents will be admitted under the 
age of ſixteen years; nor any Lay- ſtudents under 
the age of fifteen years, nor above the age of 
eighteen years: and it is expected, that all ſtu- 
dents be well recommended both as to conduct and
